Several of them can repeat the 
Commandments fiom memory, and _also a 
hymn. We have taught the boys to sing 
this hymn, and! doubt not our beloved 
patrons and friends would be delighted to 
hear their sweet voices accompanying 
ours, asa part of our morning service. 
Abraham, a Jew, and Peteya, a Hindoo, on 
account of their even temper and pleasant 
disposition, have become as dear to us as 
our own child. They were the firat who 
came tous. Daoojee, another Hindoo,and 
Balajee a Jew, are boys of as fine talents, 
as we ever met with in America. Bha-oo, 
another Hindoo bey, whom we loved on 
account of his open manners and friendly 
disposition, has been taken from us by his 
uncle,lest we should make him a Christian. 

27. Our high expectations ef receiving 
letters from America, by ships which were 
expected, are now at anend. It seems 
that the cetton trade has entirely failed.

It 
was astonishing to see with what eager- 
ness the natives sought to obtainthem. Our 
school boys laid the first cldim, and this led 
to a long conversativn with them on the 
subject of idolatry, and the folly of this 
prectien: They frankly acknowledged its » 

utility; but we could ‘present no motive, 
which would induce them to remain in the 
school to-day. We told them they might 
go, but we could by no means concur in 
the object, anc should mark them in our 
books as absent without sufficient reason. 

Among the Jews these are days of fast. 
ing, and our boys go to the door every few 
minutes to spit, entertaining the strange 
notion, that to swallow their spittle is 
vteaking their fast. Among all classes of 
natives, to disregard custom, is more dread- 
fuj than the most heipous enormity. They 
fear every thing but God.

Extract of a letter from Mr. Friedenberg 
dated Berlin, March 27, 1820. 

j have, since my last Repore to the 
Committee, made the acquaintance of a 
very extraordinary man. Itis an Hunga- 
rian Rabbi, deeply versed in the Talmud, 
but who joins to his Rabbinical knowledge, 
a most liberal spirit. He has been so ac- 
tive in the cause of the new synagogue, 
that he has become the object of severe 
persecutions from the old party, who were 
formerly willing to present him with one. 

He 
has published aHebrew book in defence 
of the new synagogue, in which he has 
unknowingly advanced many a Christian!
